The play itselYhas been the subject 
of much divided opinion. It was of a 
different kind, unique in that it had it 
no female characters, and unusual be¬ 
cause of its manner of presenting cir¬ 
cumstances of life that are all too 
common for the good of society.

RADIO BULLETIN 


WERE BAPTISED 


Released by League of Canadian and 
American Radio Amateurs 


Interesting Ceremony of Baptism at 
the Union Church 


Seattle, Wash.—With only a slight 
knowledge of the international Morse, 
code, Seaman Addison, GalUgan re¬ 
cently saved the entire crew of the 
wooden steamship Nika, thirty-three 
men in all, when he sent an “S. O. S." 
which brought the Coast Guard Cutter 
Snohomish to the side of his vessel 
near Umatilla Reef. The ship was 
rudderless and blazing with a fire 
that had started in the coal bunkers. 

For a long while Qalligan had been 
experimenting with a radio receiving 
set at his home in Everett and like 
hundreds of West Coast amateurs, 
who are members of the American 
Radio Relay League, he realized the 
value of the code. Some day, he 
thought, it might come in handy at 
sea. 

‘ The rescue of a ship’s crew by radio 
telegraphy happens every week off 
either sea coast and the wireless 
operator who stood by his post is no 
longer the popular hero that lie used 
to be. There are too many of him and 
his work smacks of the every day. 
But Galligan was a seeman and press¬ 
ed into service in the absence of a 
regular operator, he slowly tapped out 
the call for help and the letters 
“F-d-r-e”. Fifteen minutes after the 
Snohomish caught the first call, she 
was o n her way to Umatilla Reef. 

“That was ’an anxious moment when 
we first saw the Snohomish’s. lights, 
said Captain Johnson of the Nika. 
“We sent up rockets when we saw her 
lights, but the men were keeping the 
fire from showing in a great blaze and 
we were afraid the vessel would not 
recognize our condition. Then, when 
she turned her lights on us we realiz¬ 
ed there was a chance.” 

Hartford, Conn.—The first news 
dispatch ever sent by amateur radio 
from the United States to Porto Rico 
reached its destination and was print¬ 
ed recently In “The San Juan Press” 
according to a copy of this newspaper 
received here by the American Radio 
Relay League. The news story was 
signed by Hiram Percy Maxim, presi¬ 
dent of the A.R.R.L., and was relayed 
from his station 1AW in Hartford. 
The dispatch read: 

“The coldest weather of the winter 
is freezing the New England States 
tonight and is causing a great amount 
of suffering. The coal strike has 
caused a shortage in fuel and the deep 
snows which block the city streets 
makes the delivery of what little coal 
there is almost impossible. Rich and 
poor suffer alike. The temperature 
tonight as this message is sent is be¬ 
low zero and going down each hour. 
As I sit in my radio room with the ice 
covering all the windows, I marvel at 
the wonders of radio where one man 
in the frozen north talks to another in 
the warm tropics. Radio is fast 
bringing the ends of the world closer 
and closer together and the day is not 
far distant when Porto Rico and New 
England will be as across the street. 
I wish It were possible tonight to send 
some Porto Rico weather across the 
street to New England.”

Brooks’ Bulletin: Two men have re¬ 
turned from the States this week to 
resume operations again in this dis¬ 
trict. These two men left here with 
the indention of residing permanently 
in California and Minnesota, but 
found the agricultural situation there 
in such condition that it was impos¬ 
sible for them to see how they derived 
the necessary income to meet the big 
payments they had to make, such as 
water rental, taxes, interest, etc. In 
California Mr. Weaver, one of the 
men, found farmers with acres of 
watermelons lying rotten on their 
land, alfalfa farms which were not 
taking off much more than they do 
here". He thought that should the big 
monied interest closed on affairs just 
now there would be a big crash which 
Would awaken landholders to the fact 
that they were holding and trying to 
farm successfully land that was tre¬ 
mendously inflated in value. 

Farm Life, U.S.A.— The inter¬ 
national border runs between these 
two towns. Sweet Grass is in Mon¬ 
tana; Couttsf\in Alberta. There is a 
farmer Jones on the Canadian side 
who raises wheat and ships it to Fort 
William, Ontario. It costs him 27 
cents a hundred pounds for the 
freight. Now' there is another Jones 
south of the boundary line. He is a 
free-born American, and pround of 
his country, He ships his wheat 
from Sweet Grass to Duluth. It costs 
him 43 cents a hundred for freight. 
The difference in favor of the Cana¬ 
dian farmer is 16 cents a hundred, or 
a fraction less than 10 cents a bushel. 
You may think these freak figures 
and apply only to an exceptional case. 
Then let us consider the freight rates 
on wheat from Regina, Saskatchewan, 
and Poplgr, Montana. The distance of 
these two towns from shipping points 
on the Great Lfkes is practically the 
same. The Montana farmer pays 31 
centra hundred, the Canadian farmer 
20 cents. Or let us take Leeds, North 
Dakota, with, a rate of 20% cents to 
Duluth, 417 miles away, and Winni¬ 
peg, Manitoba, with a rate of 14 cents 
to Fort William, 420 miles away on 
the "Canadian side of the lake. Our 
farmers in the northwest—and in 
west'and south and in the com belt, 
too, for that matter—declare that 
freight rates are too Tiigh. The rail¬ 
way companies say they can’t be low¬ 
ered. What do we expect our farmers 
to do? Move to Canada? Some of 
them are asking that very thing. Can¬ 
ada, by the way, produced nearly 
■100,000,000 bushels of wheat last year. 
It ranks second among the nations of 
the world as a wheat producer. It 
can supply all the wheat needed in the 
British Isles and have some left over 
for France and Germany. And the 
Canadian farmers probably pre chuck¬ 
ling because of the freight differential 
in their favor. What is going to be 
done about it?

A reduction in estimated expendi¬ 
ture to 1923 over the actual expendi¬ 
ture of 1922, of more than $674,000,

rowed, seeded, reaped, etc.—by one 
man with a team of horses is eighty 
acres. On an average yield of 17% 
bushels per acre he would have 1420 
bushels, which at 85c would yield 
$1,207. He comments that the selling 
price might be considerably less than 
85c and that in any event there would 
be a "truly magnificent sum to sup¬ 
port a man and his family, plus the 
horses, for a year, to say nothing of 
taxes, insurance, repairs, and proba¬ 
bly. interest on a mortgage debt.” 

We believe the figuring is sound, 
says the editor of the Post. We be¬ 
lieve too, that it proves conclusively 
that a man can hardly provide a living 
for himself and family on 80 acres if 
he devotes his whole energies to 
growing wheat. There are two inevit¬ 
able conclusions. The man who wants 
to grow wheat exclusively, must have 
a larger area and employ modem ma¬ 
chinery and equipment so that he can 
operate; or, if he is going to live on an 
80 acre farm, he will have to go in 
for mixed farming instead of growing 
wheat. We see on the one hand, in 
countries like Canada where rand is 
cheap, larger farms devoted to wheat 
growing and on the other hand, in the 
older countries, small farms operated 
by intensive methods to increase the 
output and profits per acre. 

There would appear to be then two 
points to emphasize. The first, that 
grain growers should use modern 
rrprrpment to operate as cheaply as! 
possible, and should employ scientific 
methods to increase the yield per acre. 
The second that, with increasing 
population, the importance of mixed 
farming to increase output ami reduMT 
overhead expense In relation thereto 
is imperative. How the farmer can 
best be aided to adjuk himself to 
these conditions is another matter, 
but agriculture is as old as civilisa¬ 
tion and history is tha textbook of ex¬ 
perience.

12, atfam.it a resolution introduBudJiyl 
J. Dechene of the Opposition; as fol-| 
lows: liesolved that in the opinion of j 
this House the government* of the i 
province should request the govern¬ 
ment of the Dominion to oppise any 
legislation which may be introduced 
in the Parliament of Canada permit¬ 
ting oleomargarine to be sold in this 
Dominion, as such legislation would 
be detremental to the producers of 
dairy products in the Province of 
■ Alberta. 

The House also divided on Monday 
on a motion by F. J. White, of Cal¬ 
gary, to have the amendments to the 
Edmonton Charter recommitted to the 
committee of the whole house. The 
motion was lost by a vote of 15 to 29. 

Night sessions have been in pro¬ 
gress during the week, and will con¬ 
tinue until the conclusion of the 
house. There is still considerable 
legislation to be considered, and the 
question of a plebiscite on the liquor 
petition is also to be dealt with. 

Bills introduced during the week 
include one by Hon. Mr. Reid to 
amend the village act, and one to 
dmend the municipal districts act, anu I 
one by Mr. Johnston of Medicine Hat I 
to amend the public libraries act,! 
which seeks to make it necessary for | 
certain municipalities to set aside a 
set amount each year for public I 
library purposes. *

many districts 
neither of these operations have been 
possible owing to a lack of winter 
feed. 

Luckily the trench silo idea has 
taken hold and there will be a lot of 
sunflowe^peas, com and oats plant¬ 
ed and it is hoped bring a yield suffi¬ 
cient to pack some fodder in the hole 
in the ground which will be available 
next winter. 

Both sunflowers and greqp oats arc 
found to make suitable silage for 
dairy cows, says the Dominion depart¬ 
ment of agriculture, and a test was 
made at the experimental station at 
Lacombe to compare the values of 
these two crops for silage purposes. 
Each of several lots of dairy cows 
was fed the same amount and kind of 
grain and as much silage as the ani¬ 
mals would consume. The sunflower 
silage being less bulky than the oat 
silage, a larger weight of the former 
was consumed, and at the same time 
a less amount of hay was eaten. 

The cows receiving sunflowers pro¬ 
duced milk at 8 cents per hundred 
pounds less than those receiving the 
oat silage.

TO DESTROY WEEDS 


The best time to destroy weeds is 
within two or three days after the first 
pair of leaves has former on the seed¬ 
ling plant, says the Dominion Seed 
Commissioner in his bulletin on 
‘Weeds and Weed Speds.” In friable 
soils the “weeder” is a useful imple¬ 
ment for that purpose. The “tilling” 
harrow is also satisfactory for com¬ 
paratively loose soils and is preferred 
us a weed destroyer on firm or clayey 
land. Weeds are irregular in time of 
germination; consequently it is neces¬ 
sary to apply the weeder or harrow 
frequently throughout the growing 
season. Potatoes, or fields of corn and 
cereal grains when sown with a drill, 
may advantagpmsly be cultivated 
with such implements once or twice 
before the crop distinctly shows above 
the ground, and again, with com and 
ordinary grain crops, when the plants 
are three to six inches high. 


CORN VS SUNFLOWER 


The value of com as a substitute 
for summer fallow has been fully 
proved and demonstrated. At the 
Brandon Experimental Farm the yield 
of wheat on com land has exceeded 
that on summer fallowed land by an 
average of 3.58 bus. per acre for six 
years, and only once during that time 
has the fallowed field produced a 
heavier yield of wheat than the com 
land. In addition to this,

land has produced an earlier crop of 
wheat, and consequently one leas 
damaged by rust, and has done so at 
practically half the cost of producing 
wheat on fallowed land. The difference 
in cost of production is due to the 
fact Viat the cost of the fallow is 
chargecNagainst the following crop of 
wheat, whereas the corn crop consti¬ 
tutes a revenue, arid only in case of a 
failure of that crop is there a deficit 
to be charged against the following 
wheat crop. 

The suitability of sunflowers as a 
summer fallow substitute has caused 
considerable controversy 


Even re¬ 
latively hehvy harrows ordinarily in 
use will do little damage to the pota¬ 
toes, com or grain plants if the land 
is not wet, while the loosening of the 
surface soil benefits the crop in addi¬ 
tion to the destruction of the weeds. 

For perennial weeds, or seedlings 
that have became well rooted, a culti¬ 
vator having diamond-shaped or other 
relatively broad shares is needed for 
hoed crops. The disc is a favoured 
implement for destroying weeds in a 
summer fallow or in preparing seed 
bed. When, however, it is desired to 
unearth and remove the rootstocks of 
perennial weeds, such as couch grass, 
a narrow-toothed cultivator that will 
loosen the soil and bring the under¬ 
ground vegetation to the surface, is 
preferred to an implement that will 
cut the roostocks, the small cuttings 
of which may be exceedingly per¬ 
sistent in growth.

dollars a ton to haul coal from Al¬ 
berta to Ontario. The suggestion that 


Revenue received from customs and

years. The general opinion has been 
that sunflowers are very hard on the 
soil, this conclusion being based on the 
fact that the sunflower land rarely 
produces a satisfactory grain crop the 
following year. Whether this is due 
to excessive amounts of fertility re¬ 
moved from the soil by the sunflower 
crop or is attributable to the large 
water requirements by the sunflower 
plant during the growing season, are 
questions that need chemical data foi 
iheir elucidation. 

At this farm corn and sunflowers 
were grown side by side as a summer- 
tallow substitute in 1921. Wheat was 
sown on both plots in 1922, the wheat 
on the corn land outyielding that on 
•the sunflower land by 16 bushels and 
20 lbs. per acre. The wheat on the 
sunflower land matured about two 
days earlier and had much shorter 
straw. It was badly tip-burned on 
June 22nd, whereas there was no sign 
if tip-bum on the com land on the ad¬ 
joining summer fallowed plot This 
would seepi to indicate that the sun¬ 
flowers had made a heavier demand 
on the moisture during the previous 
season that had the com, and that 
there was not sufficient moisture in 
the soil to carry the crop through a 
critical period. Moisture determina¬ 
tion made during the season on ad. 
ed that the sunflowers had used ap- 
joining tom and sunflower land show- 
proximately 10 per cent more moisture 
than the com during the growing sea¬ 
son. % 

■In 1920, com and sunflowers were 
grown on this farm under field condi¬ 
tions, and were sown on two uniform 
and contiguous tracts of land. The 
whole block was sown to oats in 1921 
and received uniform treatment. The 
oats on com land yielded at the rate 
of 38 bushels and 26 pounds of oats 
per acre, while the sunflower land 
yielded at the rate rate of 29 bushels 
and 3 pounds per acre. It was also 
noticed that the oats on. the sunflower 
land matured fully two days earlier, 
and had considerably shorter straw, 
than the oats on the com land, which 
fact would strengthen the opinion that 
less moisture had been stored in 1820 
on the sunflower land. As to weed in¬ 
festation, there was practically no 
difference, the sunflowers being 
equally effective in keeping down 
weeds.
